Washington, 
of the $1355,0900,000 
plan by banks and 
the country may be announced tomor- 
row by the federal reserve board. Re- 
ports of contributions continued to 
reach the treasury today and it was 
hoped tonight the fund would be fully 
subscribed within a few hours. 

The success of the plan has been 
so marked that cotton virtually has 
ceased to be a subject of international 
worry. 

The reopening of the Liverpool cot- 
ton exchange is counted on to give 
the market a bottom, encourage Amer- 
ican and English buyers and put cotton 
in the position of becoming a most im- 
portant factor in the reduction of the 
American balance of debt to Europe. 

It was announced tonight that cot- 
ton exports are increasing. During the 
week ending November 4, 129,983 bales 
were exported, compared to 111,058 the 
preceding week. It was the best week 
since thé war interfered with trade. 

Foretgn Exchange Situation. 

Although there were no further con- 
ferences at the treasury today on the 
foreign exchange situation, it became 
more than ever apparent that negotia- 
tions between the representatives of 
the English government and the fed- 
era] reserve board are reaching a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

Sir George Paish and Basil B. Black- 
eit, the English representatives, prob- 
ably will see Secretary McAdoo and the 
board again tomorrow, and some defi- 
nite announcement may follow. 

Officials said today that reopening, 
of the London and New York stock 
exchanges was not a purpose of the 
conferences, but it became known that 
this question is considered of vital im- 
portance in connection with the for- 
eign problem. New York bankers and 
members of the board have expressed 
fear that, unless safeguards are pro- 
vided, a reopening in London might 
have a marked effect through the sale 
of large quantities of American stocks 
and bonds. 

It is fairly well established tn the 
minds of officials here that the New 
York exchange ‘will not reopen until 
after January 1, and it has been the 
idea in many quarters that the Lon- 
don exchange will not reopen much 
sooner. There is every prospect that 
there will be a further understanding 
when the exchanges open as to the 
scope of transactions to be permitted. 
This may take the form of a limitation 
in London upon actual sales of Amert- 
can securities and vice versa in 
York. 

To Protect Shares. 

Through such arrangements both 
American and foreign shares would be 
protected and no large balance in favor 
of either country would be created 
through the desire of holders of secu- 
rities to get rid of them. It has been 
suggested even that English authori- 
ties might be willing to strike Ameri- 
Can securities from the London ex- 
change list for a specified period. 

How far Sir George Paish may have 
been able to convince his government 
that these suggestions are of the ut- 
most importance is not Known. He ts 
said to realize that any marked finan- 
Clal depression in this country would 
be severely refiected tn England. 

It was pointed out today that re- 
opening of the exchanges depends to 
a large degree on a restoration of hor- 
mal conditions both here and in Eng- 
land. Conditions, officials say, are be- 
coming normal once more in the United 
States. That opinion is based on an 
assumption that American trade wil] 
continue to flow without serious inter- 
ference to Europe and other parts of the 
world. How near norma! English 
finance may be is hard for officials 3,000 
miles away to determine, but their 
close watch of reports of how the 
English government is financing the 
war and protecting banks and the 
whole structure of English credit has 
led some of them to believe that nearly 
the usual situation obtains. :

Chicago, November 5.—Fourteen 
states now have laws prohibiting the 
sale of alcoholic beverages as a re- 
sult of Tuesday's election on the face 
of tonight's returns, which show that 
prohibition was adopted in Arizona, 
W'ashington, Oregon and Colorado, The 
states which prohibit the sale of liquor 
are: 

Arizona, Arkansas, Colorado, Geor- 
gia, Kansas, Maine, Mississippi, North 
’Carolina, Oregon, Tennessee, Washing- 
ton, West Virginia, North Dakota, 
Oklahoma and Virginia. 

Alabama at one time adopted a pro- 
hibition amendment, Dut later rescind- 
ed it. South Carolina is largely so 
under various acts. A score of states 
have local option laws. 

California Stays “Wet.” 

San Francisco, November 5.—Not 
only did California defeat state-wide 
prohibition Tuesday by a majority that 
may reach 200,000, but a referendum 
amendment. was adopted prohibiting 
another vote on the question within 
a period of eight years. 

The campaign against prohtbdition 
was waged on the plea that it would 
destroy vineyards and wineries worth 
more than $200,000,000. Four-fifths of 
the area of California fs already “dry” 
under local option.

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GENERAL SHIFTING 
IN NEXT CONGRESS 


Dwindling of Democratic 
Majority Will Necessitate 
Many Changes in Organi- 
zation of the House. 


Washington, November %.—-Many 
changes in the organization of the na- 
tional house of representatives will be 
made when Champ Clark and “Uncle 
Joe” Cannon once more face each other 
acrose the center aisle at the begin- 
ning of the next congress. The dwind- 
ling of the democratic majority, which 
will drop after the close of the De- 
cember. session from 149 to 23, will 
necessitate a general shifting of the 
working order in the house. 

With their slender majority the 
democrats, while able to re-elect 
Speaker Clark and retain control 
the committees, will be forced to main- 
tain an almost perfect organization. 
Even with a full attendance in the 
house, a shift of twelve votes would 
throw the control to the minority side. 
Practically complete returns tonight 
gave the democrats 229, republicans 
196, progressives 7, socialists 1, inde- 
pendents 1, doubtful 1. This would 
give the democrats a plurality of 31 
over the republicans and a majority 
of 24 over the combined opposition. 

Rearrangement of Committees. 

This narrow margin probably will 
result in a rearrangement of commit- 
tee representation, the democrats now 
holding overwhelming majorities in 
all of the standing committees. The 
falling off of the progressives from 
nineteeninthepresent houseto seven 
probably will cut down their commit- 
tee representation materially and 
even lose them the few important 
places they hold in the present house. 

Democratic leadership in ‘the house 
will undergo great changes. Represen- 
tative Underwood was elected to the 
senate and will leave the house at 
the close of the December session. 
Representative Kitchin, of North Caro- 
lina, ranking democrat on the ways 
and means committee, will claim the 
democratic leadership by right of seni- 
ority and is expected to have the sup- 
port of southern democrats. 

Representative Mann, of MIilinois, 
undoubtedly will retain the republican 
leadership. 

The election will vacate five of the 
fourteen democratic places on the ways 
and means committee. Representative 
Underwood goes to the senate, Repre- 
sentative Hammond was elected gov- 
ernor of Minnesota, Representative 
Mitchell, of Massachusetts, was de- 
feated at the polls, Representative 
Palmer, of Pennsylvania, surrendered 
his seat to run for the senate and 
was defeated, and Representative 
Stanley, of Kentucky, sought the sena- 
torial nomination in Kentucky and 
lost his place. Representative Mur- 
dock, of Kansas, the progressive 
leader and member of the committee, 
lost his seat in-an effort to go to the 
senate. All of the republican mem- 
bers of the committee were returned, 
and in addition Ebenezer Hill, tariff 
expert and one of the framers of the 
Payne law, was sent back. He prob- 
ably will make a fight for his old 
place on the committee.

Chicago, November 5.—Women now 
have full suffrage in eleven states, ac- 
cording to latest returns tonight, which 
apparently gave the franchise to wom- 
en in Nevada and Montana. Suffrage 
amendments were leading by 1,317 In 
Montana and by 3,500 in Nevada. 

In addition, women have the right 
to vate for certain officers in twenty 
other states. In Llinois they may 
vote for all statutory offices, including 
presidential electors.

London, November 5.—No decision 
has been reached in the battle in the 
West Flanders sand dunes and the op- 
posing armies now stand virtually as 
they have stood for many days. 

While the Germans keep hammering

BATTLE AT YPRES 
VERY DESPERATE 


Eye Witness With the 
British Troops Tells of 
German Assaults and of 
Their Heavy Losses. 


London, November 5.—The following 
descriptive account, communicated by 
an eye-witness with the general head- 
quarters, continues and supplements 
the narrative published November 3 of 
movements of the British force and of 
the French armies in immediafe touch 
with it: 

“November i1—In spite of great 
losses last week, the Germans have 
continued their offensive toward the 
west almost continuously during the 
five days from October 26 to 30. It 
has gradually grown in intensity as 
more men and guns have been brought 
up and has developed into .the most 
bitterly contested battle fought in the 
western theater of the war. 

“The German artillery has been in- 
creased by that transferred from | 
Antwerp. Some of the additional In- 
fantry now appearing on our front 


laxetion..of the pressure against our 
aliies north of Yprés; by the artillery 
fire,of our ships and by the flooding 
of the area along the River Yser. 

The Attack at Ypres. 

“Forces have been massed also from 
the south, while another new army 
corps has made its debut, and though 
attempts to blast a way through us 
have been made in other directions, 
they have for the last few days been 
most seriously concentrated in the 
neighborhood of Ypres. They still are 
pressing a desperate attempt to gain 
the town. 

“On Monday, the 26th, south of the 
Lys on our right the enemy attacked | 
Neuvechappelle, a village held by us. 
In the evening they gained possegsion 
of a portion of it north of the Lys. 

“In the center a bombardment alone 
was kept up and we made some 
ground. 

“A detached post, attacked in force 
during the night, drove back its as- 
sailants, who left 56 dead behind. 

“Near our left the Germans ettacked 
the section of our line east of Ypres. 
This was checked, but it had two re- 
Our position was readjusted, 
and our extreme left alone advanced 


in conjunction with some of our allies. 

“On Tuesday, the 27th, the Germans: 
focused their principal attention on, 
our right center and right and des- 
perate fighting took place for the pos- 
session of Neuvoechappelle. In spite 
of repeated counter-attacks, the enemy 
held on to the northern part of the 
village, which he had gained the day 
before. 

Fire Deadly te Germans. 

“Toward evening we gradually re- 
gained part of the place, when fresh 
hostile reinforcements were brought 
up and the entire village was captured 
by the enemy. 

“They .made several assaults against 
our whole front south 
except at Neuvechappelle won no ad- 
vantage. The combat for that place 
was of a most murderous description. 

“An artillery officer reports that 
the effect of our rifle and gun fire on 
the Germans was stupendous, and that 
they had to throw corpses of their own 
men out of their trenches as they came 
on to obtain cover.

WASHINGTON 
NOT INFORMED. 

Washington, November 5.—Neither 
the navy nor the state department to- 
night had received word of the re- 
ported landing of American marines 
at Beirut, Syria. Officials were in-

“Owing to hostile acts committed by 
Turkish forces under German officers, 
a state of war exists between Great

board at Washington it would not be neces- | 


sary to retain the sub-treasuries of the 
United States. Almost all of those who have 
given study to banking and fiscal subjects 
have been persuaded that the ideal bankms: 
system of the United States would be based 
upon a central or unified bank. Such dilffi- 
culties as were created when the war 
Europe began could have been more easily 
met and more speedily overcome had the 
federal reserve system been in operation. 
and its keystone been a central or unified 
bank. Such a bank would have made un- 
necessary much of the voluntary co-operation 
in Which the banks of the United States 
which operate under federal charters par- 
ticipated. This co-operation entailed a high- 
ly artificial methods of dealing with original 
problems. A central or unified bank which 
was under the control of the federal reserve 
bank at Washington would have possessed 
the authority and the resources which would 
have made quick mobilization of credit, re- 
sources and gold possible. 

The country’s experience since 
days of August this vear will by and 
surely teach the advantage which is to be 
found in a unified or central bank under the 
control of the federal reserve board. Since 
it became known that substantially all of 
the national banks of the United States 
would become members of the federal 
serve system, a good deal of discussion, 
public, but among men of financial authority 
and also, it is understood, among members 
of the administration at Washington, has 
been under way so that there could be ob- 
tained sound opinion as to the advisability 
of maintaining the sub-treasuries of the 
United States after the new system is in 
operation. This discussion frequently hing- 
ed upon the history of the sub-treasury 
system. It has often been spoken of as a2 
brilliant piece of financial constructive work 
made necessary by the fact that the old 
Bank of the United States went out of ex- 
istence. Something had to take the place 
of that bank and Martin Van Buren has 
received whatever credit is due for conceiv- 
ing the sub-treasury system and securing 
its adoption. Had there been a central bank 
the sub-treasury svstem would have been 
unthought of because anygping of that kind 
would have been unnecessary. 

The history of the relation of the sub- 
treasury to the financial operations of the 
government at New York #n the days of the 
civil war contains a_ story of marvelous 
achievement. Kven greater responsibilities 
were placed upon the sub-treasury system 
after the era of industrial, commercial and 
transportation expansion began a few years 
after the close of the civil war. In the 
panic of 1873, to some extent in the panic of 
18$4 and again in the panie of 1907, the sub- 
treasury at New York furnished the con- 
venient and satisfactory method by whith in 
part these emergencies were overcome.

but to American business and financial life. 
It made possible the comparatively easy and 
speedy concentration of gold which was oc- 
casioned by the formation of the so-called 
gold pools, one exclusively for New York 
city, and one for the benefit of American 
merchants, manufacturers and others who 
owed money to Great Britain, aggregating 
at least $200,000,000 when the war began. 

It was by means of the sub-treasury that 
the gold movement to Europe which repre- 
sented Our payment to l’rance for the Pana- 
ma canal franchise aid material was 
fully and easily carried on so that so far 
as the public was concerned there was no 
visible demonstration of this movement. In 
the same way, the sub-treasury facilitated 
the easy movement of gold to Europe with 
which to make payment to Spain of $20,000,- 
000 so that the obligations of the peace 
treaty between Spain and the United States 
would be promptly met. When San Fran- 
cisco was almost moribund because of earth- 
quake and fire, the sUb-treasury at New 
York contributed important ald, furnished 
almost upon the instant, to that city, and 
there were other local crises in the United 
States in which the gsub-treasury was of 
great assistance, such, for instance, as the 
distress occasioned by the fire from which 
Baltimore recovered so speedily and well 
that the recovery has become one of the 
great traditions of recent times. The sub- 
treasury was of important aid at the time 
of the Chicago fire, in 1871, and of the 
Boston fire, in 1872. 

Some of the technical 
which is done every day 
entails employment of many experts. What- 
ever is characteristic of the service of the 
sub-treasury would also be one of the char- 
acteristics of a unified bank if there were 
one, 

The reported decision to retain the sub- 
treasuries is, from one point of vyiew, a 
recognition of the fact that without a cen- 
tral bank machinery of this kind Is neces- 
sary. It would not be just to put upon the 
regional bank which is speedily to be estab- 
lished in New York city such duties as are 
now the responsibilities of the New York 
sub-treasury. To do so0 would entail the 
employment of a large number of extra 
clerks and a great amount of technical or 
detail work for which the regional 
could charge nothing. Therefore, the 
gonable profits of the regional bank wWoeould 
be surely diminished if it were called tpon 
to undertake the duties of the sub-treasury. 

furthermore, the sub-treasury is aepart, 
and the most imrortant part, of the govern- 
ment’s fiscal system. That is not true of 
the federal reserve banks, for although they 
chartered by the government and are 
to the superivision of the federal 
board, nevertheless are 
institutions. The 
other duties, are responsible for 
amounts of gold and silver and also 
these being government funds. 
It frequently happens’ that rransactions in 
a single year of the sub-treasury of New 
York on government account aggregate be 
tween $4,000,000,000 $5,000,009,000, ap- 
proximately one-half of which is represented 
by gold, silver, cents and currency. On the 
average the local sub-treasury sends $300,- 
000,000 a year to Washington, all of it being 
represented by defaced, soiled or torn cur- 
This money is sent to Washington 
for the purpose of exchanging it for clean 
notes. All of this work, which is purely 
governmental, would, if there were a uni- 
fied bank at Washington, be performed by 
bank. 

Since the organization of 
system was assured it 
opinion of those in authority 
well as those who have 

part in facilitating the 
organization, that the sub-treasuries would 
be maintained for some years. It has also 
been said that after a few years the Amer- 
ican people will have learned that the fed- 
eral reserve system cannot be as perfec} a 
financial and fiscal instrument as it should 
be until a central or unified bank has been 
established at Washington, controlled by the 
federal reserve board. A few years’ experi- 
ence will probably show the people that the 
operation of the sub-treasuries, supplement- 
ing the operation of the federal reserve 
banks, is not the most economical and satis- 
factory method. It will Show also that the 
federal reserve system and the sub-treas- 
uries operating in co-operation approach 
somewhat the more simple, economical and 
satisfactory method which would be char- 
acteristic of a unified bank.

It is composed of twenty-two 
cantons, ranging in size from an ‘eight-sheet 
poster to 2,000 square miles, and divided 
from each other by § 10,000-foot boundary 
walls, decorated with glaciers.

MARKET PART OF CROP, 
SAYS EMINENT EXPERT 


Dr. A. B. Hawkins, of Raleigh, N. C., is 
regarded throughout the state as a sage in 
the matter of business and finance. He is 
a pioneer business man and, having made 
an eminent has retired at a ripe 
old to the easier side of .life. 

Hawkins is an uneze of Mr. Frank 
president of the Third National 
Atlanta. 

A day or two ago Mr. Hawkins received 
a letter from his wise uncle in which the 
cotton situation generally was discussed, and 
it has such an interesting bearing upon 
conditions that The Constitution presents 
the foellowine extract from it as a valu- 
able contribution to the literature on the 
subject. 

Dr. Hawkins writes: ;, 

“The cotton crop that is now being made 
in the United States is ample for all pur- 
poses lor for the next two years, 
and there use of talking about the 
banks manipulating the price of cotton; that 
is utterly impossible. If the war had never 
existed, with the present crop and the pres- 
ent old cotton on hand, the cotton could 
not have gone over 9 cents, and now what 
is the United States to do? 

“We have got to use every ecouomical 
way that we possibly know. Farmers have 
got to go to work as early as possible and 
make every necessary product of provision. 
This the machinists and salaried men can- 
not do. 

“If they are 
S-cent cotton will produce, then they have 
got to remain so. Economy in every Walk 
of life should be exercised and of that each 
and every family has got to be its own 
judge. We are now confronted with an 
unique condition of life which has never 
happened before. Cotton is going to stand 
at 8 cents or not over 9 until a way is de- 
vised for what cotton is already on the 
market and soon will be on our hands. If 
these 16,000,000 or 16,000,000 bales of cot- 
ton is in the United States, it does not mat- 
ter in whose hands nor in what shape jt is 
in: it is here and is going to stay, and ot 
going higher in price. 

“You may make up your mind that ay 
planter who igs indebted to your bank will 
not get over 8 cents for any of his cotton, 
and as soon as the planter recognizes this 
fact, and becomes reconciled to it, the bet- 
ter it will be for us all. If it leaves him 
in debt, that is the fault of the condition 
of the country, which neither the. planter 
nor the banker could foresee. 

“But the planter is not the man that se 
much stress should be put upon to be re- 
lieved. It is the man who is thrown out 
of employment of every description who is 
in the situatioh that he cannot right him- 
self up, as the planter can do. The people 
ought to stop howling about the condition 
of the planter. No man is in a better con- 
dition today than the planter and still he 
wants to make himself out in a worse con- 
dition than the machinist or the salaried 
man who is thrown out of employment. 

“Every planter in the south can soon 
right himself. Those that cannot are few 
and far between. It is the man thrown 
out of employment, without means or op- 
portunities for making a living, that is des- 
titute, and these are the people the govern- 
ment should look after. 

“Up to the 7th of October, in round num- 
bers, only 181,000 bales have been export- 
ed. This against 1,300,000 bales last year. 
if this diminution in ratio is continued for 
the next three or four months, the price of 
cotton will not exceed 6 cents in May. Recol- 
lect the great crop of corn that was made 
in Kansas and Nebraska several years ago 
that brought the price of corn down to 15 
cents per bushel’

Faced Jackets 
In 1913 Game 
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Only Three Tech Men in 
Line-Up Against Auburn 
Last Year—Dope on the 
Teams.

When Tech and Auburn line 
the gridiron at Grant Field tomorrow 
afternoon in their annual battle, At- 
lanta football fans will probably wit- 
ness one of the greatest football games 
ever staged on the local stadium. 

From all dope obtainable, the game 
is going to be hard fought, with the 
outcome very much in doubt, though 
the general consensus of opinion is 
that the Auburnites will be returned 


the victors. 

Auburn will probably show a team 
as strong as the one that played here 
last season, though Coach Donahue 
admits that the team will not be as 
far advanced in team play and the 
smoothness thereof as the team that 
plaved Tech here last season. | 

Tech will show a team that Is ad- 
mittedly thirty per cent stronger than 
the one they sent against the Plains- 
men in 1913. The team has more green 
men, but they have more speed, more 
weight and more power to their at- 
tack and defense. 

Last Year Men. 


Auburn will line up against the 
Jackets with ten of the eleven men 
that she played against the Jackets 
last season in the line-up. Taylor, 
the big lineman, will be the only man 
who will be in the game this year that 
did not play against the Jackets in 
1913. He was hurt the week before 
and was in no condition to play. 
Tech will line up against the Plains- 
men with but three men, Lang, Mc- 
Cord and Patten, who played in the 
rame last season. Johnston and Ff ielder 
were both on the squad, but both sutl- 
fered injuries in the game previous 
that prevented their getting into the 
game. 

Kearley, Thigpen, 
Arnold and Hart are playing their 
fourth year on the Auburn eleven. Cul- 
pepper, Louiselle and Harris are play- 
ing their third and Tayitor and Hairs- 
on their second. 
Not a Jacket is playing his fourth 
vear.

The forward passing duel between 
Arnold of the Plainsmen and Morrison 
of the Jackets is going to be immense. 
Morrison has not tried many forward 
passes this season, but those that he 
nas hurled have been hurled true and 
with splendid timing. 

In the punting department of the 
game, Auburn is going to have all the 
edee. Louiselle will outpunt any man 
that the Jackets have to offer, inas- 
much as Preas is not eligible to play 
in the game. ; 

In substitutes, the Jackets will not 
suffer by comparison with the Plains- 
men. In previous seasons the Plains- 
men were just as strong when a sub 
was put in as when the regular was 
playing, while, when the Jackets made 
a substitution, they weakened their 
team. This season the Jackets have 
such splendid subs that they do not 
weaken the personnel of the team by 
making changes.

60 Scholarships Are Off ered 
As Prizes at Big Corn Show 


The Georgia Corn show premium list, 
which will be mailed over the state 
Saturday night, carries sixty scholar- 
Ships in the Georgia state college of 
agriculture. 

Fifty-nine of these are short term 
scholarships, averaging $25.00, which 
will pay transportation, board and oth- 
er expenses and maintain a boy or 
girl at Athens for two weeks while 
in attendance on the special course of 
study put on in January by the state 
college for the special purpose of giv- 
ing to the boys and girls on the farm 
all that it is possible for them to ac- 
quire in two weeks. 

These educational premiums are of- 
fered as follows: 

Thirty by the Georgia Bankers’ asso- 
clation, divided equally ‘between the 
five banking groups in Georgia, half 
for boys and half for girls, twelve by 
A., B. & A. railway, and seventeen by 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
making fifty-nine short term scholar- 
ships. 

H. G. Hastings, chairman of the corn 
show committee of the chamber of 
commerce, in addition to making the 
largest cash subscription, $500, con- 
tributes a four-year scholarship of 
$250, which will maintain a corn club 
boy at the state college during the 
entire college course and will turn 
him out at the end of that time a fully 
equipped scientific farmer. 

In addition to this there have been 


liberal subscriptions by Atlanta banks, 
the fertilizer companies, wholesale and 
retail trade, large corporations, such 
as the Georgia Railway & Power Co., 
Southern Bell Telegraph & Telephone 
Co., the big implement manufacturers 
and several! capitalists. These sub- 
scriptions are still coming in. 

The Southern k&xpress company, 
through General Manager J. B. Hocka- 
day, has made its usual liberal offer 
to transport exhibits, under twenty- 
five pounds, to the corn show free of 
charge when accompanied by the offi- 
cial tag, which may be secured from 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce. 

@. Phil Campbell, state agent of the 
Boys’ Corn clubs, was in the city Tues- 
day and had a conference with W. G. 
Cooper, secretary of the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce, in regard to this 
year’s corn show. 

Mr. Campbell has been all over tha 
state, and in addition has had reports 
from seventy farm demonstration 
agents covering the entire state. 

“The boys have made the best suc- 
cess this year that they have ever 
made in the corn club work and the 
girls have more than doubled the work 
of last year,” says Mr. Campbell. “Fifty- 
six counties are organized in 
canning clubs and about three thou- 
sand girls are now enrolled. 

“The corn club work is organized 
in all the counties of the state and 
ten thousand boys are enrolled. 
yields of this year are the largest 
they have ever been. 

“There are one thousand boys en- 
rolled in the pig club, who have made 
splendid success this year.”

Mr. Edmonds, in an interview with 
a reporter for The Constitution, said:

Will Have Better Display. 
“As far as exhibits of road-making 


; nachinery and road building work of 


ail kinds, Atlanta {is going to have 
a far better display than last year at 
Detroit. Many of the foremost road 
engineers and road building 
and road machinery builders of the 
country will be here. Some of these 
men have never been this far south, 
and know very little about the re- 
sources and possibilities of this sec- 
tion. Their coming will be of ad- 
vantage to them and of value to the 
south. 

“This congress will advertise Atlanta 
throughout the entire country during 
the next month, as every’ technical 
and scientific publication de- 
voted to engineering and road prob- 
lems will be filled with news about 
the convention. 

“For country districts religion, edu- 
cation and good roads go hand-in-hand. 
It would seem almost inhuman to de- 
sire to keep people in the country 
where impassable roads make school 
and church attendance throughout a 
large part of the year almost an impos- 
sibility. Hence, in the past, when we 
have not had good roads in many of 
our country districts, there has beena 
natural movement of population, espe- 
cially of the energetic, active younger 
people, away from the country to the 
city, where better educational advan- 
tawes are offered. 

Good Roads Necessary. 

“If we would advance the rural pop- 
ulation financially, socially and educa- 
tionally, we must, of necessity, have 


either to provide them with good roads 
or else encourage their removal to the 
city. This is absolutely essential, and 
to bring it about we must give good 
roads to all country districts. 

“If the south is to broadly prosper, 
if it is to increase its diversified farm- 
ing interests by the cutting up of large 
plantations into small farms and the 
growth of independent land ownership 
in place of the tenahtry system, if the 
south is to advance throughout its 
country districts in educational and re- 
ligious activities, it must carry on with 
greater vigor the building of good 
roads. The cities of the south are in- 
terested. in the advancement of the

'country ‘districts just as much so as 
the country districts themselves. 

“These facts emphasize the impor- 
{tance of the American Road Congress, 
iwhich meets here. Every county of- 
ficial in the south having to do with 
;roads ought to attend the convention.”
